ANOTHER  MILESTONE  — 1674. 

During  the  reign  of  Conor  Augustus, 
there  was  set  up  at  the  head  of  the  Homan 
Forum,  iust  before  the  Temple  of  Saturn, 
the  celebrated  Millariutn  Aureura,  or 
golden  milestone.  From  this  the  Romans 
reckoned  distances  not  only  along  the  city 
streets,  but  to  all  parts  of  their  Empire. 
Stretching  out  from  the  gates  lay  the  sub¬ 
stantial  roads  that  extended  into  every 
province,  and  these  branched  out  to  every 
important  town.  Over  those  solid  pave¬ 
ments  passed  the  massive  Roman  legions, 
marching  out  to  gain  new  conquests,  or  re¬ 
turning  victorious  to  enter  their  proud  city 
in  triumph.  Through  those  gates  poured 
Incessant  streams  of  nobles  and  plebeians, 
knights  and  commoners,  soldierr.  and  ci¬ 
vilians,  Greek  aDd  Roman,  Jew  and  Gon- 
tilc,  bond  and  tree.  The  system  ot  these 
roads  was  so  perfect,  and  the  city  from 
which  they  issued  so  influential  through¬ 
out  the  world,  that  there  arose,  and  has 
been  handed  down  to  us,  the  well  known 
proverb.  ‘  *  All  roads  lekd  to  Rome.” 

But  a  thoughtful  citizen  who  looked 
away  from  the  city,  instead  of  towards  it, 
would  think  of  the  regions  into  Which 
those  arteries  ran  :  the  vine-clad  hills,  fer¬ 
tile  plains,  rugged  mountains,  trackless 
deserts,  v^th  ail  varieties  ot  climate,  ot 
sea  and  land,  animal  and  vegetable  life. 
No  doubt,  many  such  a  moraliaer  as  Hor¬ 
ace,  used  this  milestone  and  tbeae  road* 
as  an  emblem  of  human  life. 

Poets  of  all  ages,  and  particularly  the 
Modern,  have  represented  man’s  life  as  a 
river  running  to  the  ocean,  there  to  be 
■wallowed  up  and  lost;  as  a  flame  ascend¬ 
ing  to  its  source,  the  sun — as  a  race 
course  : 

“Our  cradle  la  the  starting  place  ; 

In  Ufe  wo  run  the  onward  race, 

And  reach  the  goal. 

When  In  the  mansions  of  the  blest, 

Death  leads  to  Its  eternal  rest 
The  weary  soul.” 

All  which  are  beau  ti  fill  I  and  impressive; 
but  the  variety  of  our  lives,  and  the  un¬ 
certainty  of  their  character  and  end,  arc 
more  strikingly  portrayed  by  Bunyan’s  al¬ 
legory  of  a  man  on  pilgrimage,  journeying 
along  an  unknown  road,  which  leads,  he 
know*  not  whither,  nor  through  what 
danger*.  - 

In  sight  of  th*  Golden  Milestone  we 
have  our  origin,  whether  in  a  patrician 
palace  or  the  Esquiline,  or  a  slum  of  the 
Suburra,  the  house  of  a  knight,  or  the 
hovel  of  a  slave.  But  we  must  all  pass 
out  through  one  of  those  spacious  gates, 
and  travel  on  into  the  groat  unknown. 
Along  those  roads  stand^  at  the  exact  dis¬ 
tance  from  each  other,  and  frmnibnt. 
Golden  Milestone  in  the  Forum,  die  mile¬ 
stones  on  which  are  inscribed,  in  distinct 
characters,  the  name  ot  the  road,  and  the 
distance  trom  the  city. 

We  have  many  such  columns  along  onr 
pathways.  In  youth  they  seem  few  and 
beautiful  ;  we  deck  them  with  flowers, 
dance  merrily  around  them,  and  read  with 
care  the  inscription*  cut  upon  them  indis¬ 
tinct  characters.  Farther  on  we  pay  leer 
attention  u  thm  ;  and  finslly,  when  far 
away  from  -ur  .«i rt>  place,  the  milestones 
ar‘e  passed  by  a  unnoticed,  and  the 

inscription*  are  t  <  dim,  cr  of  two  little 
int«rest  for  os  to  stop  and  decipher  them. 

Yet  R  war*  well  for  a*  to  pay  some  at¬ 
tention  to  these  way  marks.  They  often 
toil  strange  rtoriea.  Each  traveler  can  sue 
on  tb«m  an  account  of  his  previous  jotir^ 
nay,  and  the  lessons  to  be  learned  Irom'Tf 
— written  in  character*  that  no  one  can 
read  aave  himself.  He  may  read  there,  at 
the  *atne  time,  directions  for  future  guid¬ 
ance. 

We  do  not  propose  to  vyjrlte  a  moral  to 
our  metaphor ;  each  traveler  may  draw  it 
for  himself.  Another  milestone  has  been 
paa**d— January  J,  1874. 

Wa  congratulate  those  who  have  read 
thereon  a  record  of  a  well  spent  year.  We 
ahan  our  regrets  with  those  who  can  find 
no  such  inscription  tor  tbemselvea.  To  all 
w*  promt  out  heartiest  wishes  for  a  year 
full  of  happiness.  With  Sir  John  Suck¬ 
ling  wa  would  say  :

KiMTdw  ok  Saturday  Gazette — Dear 
Shi  — Did  It  «v«r  occur  to  you  wbeu  listen 
ing  to  the  expression*  of  pardonable  pride 
which  fall  ftom  the  lips  of  Montclair-itca 
upon  cYcry  occasion,  when  the  I  wan  tics  ot 
thdr  highly  favored  location  are  under  dis 
cuosion  and  when  they  nr*  "lookiny  d>aeu" 
upou  Bloomfield  metaphorically,  as  they  are 
enabled  to  do  actually,  that  there  i»  a  por¬ 
tion  of  our  beautifhl  Bloomfield  that  over- 
look*  Montclair  aud  that  rivals  that  much 
vauuted  Township,  aud  may  well  contest 
with  her  the  supremacy  that  she  so  twiidly 
claims.  If  visitors  to  Montclair  should 
fail  to  bo  impressed  with  anything  curoute 
before,  they  would  surely  find  their  emo¬ 
tional  thermometer  rising,  when  with  an 
artist’s  eye  they  should  mark  the  ptetur 
esque  wildness  of  the  cut  through  which 
the  Bloomfield  railroad  passes  at  Ridge¬ 
wood.  The  spleudid  possibilities  of 
which  that  romantic  glen  is  capable,  is 
readily  perceived.  Before  them,  uortb- 
w&rd.  lie  the  ever  attractive  Orange  Moun¬ 
tains,  premising  them  visions  which,  from 
some  points,  can  scarcely  be  surpassed  foi 
loveliness,  extent  and  variety. 

Visitors  to  Bloomfield  would  find  in  its 
quiet  liornel ike  appearance,  its  well  shaded 
streets,  and  its  many  substantial  improve¬ 
ments,  sufficient  to  interest  and  charm 
them  into  remaining  to  enjoy  its  beautiful 
scenery  and  its  cultured  society,  with  little 
disposition  to  seek  elsewhere,  in  search  of 
greater  attractions,  or  even  fur  the  more 
brilliant  promises  of  Montclair.  As  Ridge¬ 
wood  is,  in  a  sense,  insulated  from  either, 
though  belonging  largely  within  the  limits 
of  Bloomfield  Township,  it  appears  to  be 
comparatively  unknown,  even  to  many  of 
the  residents  of  both,  and  yet  it  will  rejray 
the  lover  of  nature,  whether  resident  or  vis¬ 
itor,  to  ride  or  ramble  in  the  directions  that 
may  be  indicated.  Taking  the  Ridgewood 
Depot  as  the  start  ig  point  and  going 
westward  toward  Orange,  is  a  section  ot  the 
country  unsurpassed  iu  the  attractions  that 
It  offers  for  a  rural  home,  elevated  hut 
beautifully  sloping  towards  the  south. 

From  any  point  ou  Ridgewood  Avenue, 
there  is  an  unbroken  view  over  Bloomfield, 
Newark  and  the  intervening  towns  to  the 
Bergen  Hills  and  beyond  to  Staten  Island 
and  Long  Island.  The  northerly  view  is 
at  present  obstructed  by  the  woods,  but 
when  they  shall  have  heen  cleared  away 
it  will  W  seen  that  this  location  is  a  ridge 
sloping  also  towards  Montclair  and  laying 
higher  than  one  half  of  the  settled  portion 
of  that  town,  and  affording  a  commanding 
view  of  it,  the  mountains  beyond  -glimp 
*es  only  of  which  can  now  be  obtained. 
Taking  the  same  starting  point  and  going 
easlwatd  through  ;be  deep  cut,  just  made, 
which  opens  Ridgwood  Ave.,  you  will 
pass  on  your  right,  the  Cemetery. 

Ju»t  beyond  this,  the  road  swings  to  the 
north,  and  as  it  skirts  the  hills,  overhang¬ 
ing  Bloomfield,  affords  beaut! fill  vistas 
scarcely  bounded  by  anything  save  the 
limits  of  one’s  vision.  Having  ranched 
the  vicinity  of  Chestnut  Hill  Station,  at 
♦  he  Montclair  Railroad,  turn  Westward 
and  as  you  approach  the  mountains  anil 
see  it  and  the  town  of  Montclair  bef. -le 
you,  gradually  ascending  ftill  you  reach 
about  he  junction  of  Midland  and  High 
land  Avenues,  you  will  again  find  your¬ 
self  on  the  crown  of  a  low  ridge  and  com 
manding  a  view  in  all  directions,  and  also 
find  yourself  above  one-half  of  Montclair. 
If  you  then  return  by  Highland  Avenue, 
southward  and  westward  to  the  turnpike, 
and  thence  to  your  starting  point  you  will 
find  yourself  amply  repaid  for  your  journey 
and  he  convinced  that  Bloomfield  can 
make  some  claim  to  overlook  Montelair. 

It  would  be  wisdom  on  the  part  of  our 
Town  Committee,  when  planning  improve¬ 
ment,  if  they  would  not.  overlook  Ridge, 
wood  quite  as  much  as  they  have  done 
heretofore,  for  if  any  one  was  to  attempt 
the  journey  on  foot,  that  I  have  indicated, 
at  this  season,  they  would  doubtless  be 
discouraged  by  the  depth  of  the  n.ud  be¬ 
low  the  Depot,  and  the  Telford  pavement 
on  the  Turnpike.
